Tear of Our Lord 449. being Left, by his Father's Death, to 
the Guardianſhip of his Kiafman Merovee, and his Guardian 
having Depriv'd him of his Inheritance, and Uſurp'd his Crown 
to himſelf, Went thereupon into Germany, to Sollicite A ffiſtance 
to Recover his Right, and was Aſſiſted by the Germans fo Pow- 
erfully, as that, in Progreſs of Time, he Recovered all the 
Lower Aaftrafia, and a Good Part of Belgium, as far as Tournay 
and Cambray; and, ith' Year 481; he Came hither into that 
Country, where Now MONS is, which was then all Cover- 
ed with Wood as well as with Water, being a Part of the Sal. 
tus Carbonarius, which was a Skirt of the Forreſt of Ardennes, 
and Built a High Tower there on the Top of a Small Emi- 
nence, upon the Bank of the River Troaille, towards the Eaſt, 
hard by the Water-Side, juſt where it, Running from the South, 


Makes a Turn from the North to the Weſt, in the Middle of 


a Large Plain, Covered then with a Great Deal both of Wood 
and Water, tho Now with the Laſt more than with the Firſt, 
on the Bank of the River Haine, towards the South, not far from
